They hear that parts of south­ 
ern Illinois and northwest 
Ken­ 
tucky have

that only four Missouri counties, 
Mississippi, New Madrid, 
D unk­ 
lin and Pemiscot, have not 
been 
placed on 
the 
federal 
govern­ 
m ent’s prim ary emergency 
relief 
roll. 
Scott county was granted 
the 
privileges of all relief offered bv 
the governm ent only week before 
last, but it is close enough to more 
favored regions so that men, see­ 
ing all their crops are 
not

ruined, may hope for better con­ 
ditions. 
And that hope, together 
with 
benefit 
paym ents

corn-hog, 
wheat, and cotton reduction pro-

PHOENIX,

m ile boat expedition

Colorado River was related here 
today by the leader, Clyde Eddy, | 
fellow of the 
Royal Geographic 
Society, London, and member of 
the Explorer’s Club of New York.

days, ended at Boulder Dam, near 
Las Vegas, iNev., Tuesday. 
Despite frequent capsizing 
of

were able to avert serious 
acci­ 
dents. 
One of the boats, “literal­ 
ly worn out,” as Eddie described 
it, had to be abandoned 100 miles 
above Boulder Dam. 
Dr. Russell G. Frazier, 
physi­ 
cian and sportsm an 
of Bingham, 
Utah, was thrown into the river 
five times, but suffered only la­ 
cerated legs and arms. 
“All of the boats were capsized 
at one tim e 
or 
another,” Eddy 
said. 
“Men were dragged 
into 
the w ater in attem pting to line 


the 
boats 
around 
rapids, 
and 
there were the usual narrow es­ 
capes from drowning.” 
Eddy told of burying the skele­ 
ton of a man, probably a 
pros­ 
pector, found at 
Vasey’s 
Para­ 
dise. 
Both legs were broken, ap­ 
parently from a fall over a steep 
cliff. 
The expedition was undertaken 
prim arily to complete a still and 
motion picture record started d ur­ 
ing Eddy’s 1927
